The afternoon session got started with the presentation of the negro 
resolution by J. Keyer. This Meyer is Johnson of the Johns on- Forrest tendency 
which split from, the ¥. ?• and returned, to the S. J(< •?. After he presented the 
resolution, the floor was open for discussion. The first to take tbe floor was 
William. Yancey, who spoke on encouragement of intermarriage of negroes and 
Whites in. the Party and he also spoke of the chauvinist tendencies among some 
of the comrades within the Party. 3a then tried to explain why during the 1946 
campaigns negroes, were recruited into the Party in large numbers, -and how after 
a short jferiod of time these negroes left. The reason he gave for this was 
that when, the comrades approched these negroes, they made big promises of what 
was being dene in their behalf and that after; these negroes came into the party 
and found things different, they just drifted away.

He said £rnie- had Tipen given the 3ob d£ a sweeper • 
when he first started' -working fe£d he was able to take him. from this low position 
and help him get one of the mere skilled ^obs that, he was Sassifiod to do and 
thus help- fight, discrimination of minorities in the. local., He said Ernie now 
holds One of the most skilled jobs in the plant. 

Hext to- take the floor was. Herbert Hill from Hew York. £e told of the 
work he has been .doing in the a.AfA.Ci^. whi<*h is mainly in Harlem, fighting, 
police brutalities against the negroes. He made the; statement thit the $. Tf. P. 
had been working in the H. A. A. C £. for the past three .years. In the past, 
they have just been helping out in isolated cases,, such as the Hickman case, 
the Ferguson brothers, and. &rs. Wilson- and other similar cases. lie said that 
the party intends to sperad to .all Branches of the H.A.A.C.P. and help in a 
day-to-day struggle with the negro people. He then told of the need for negro 
leadership and that the negro wbrk must be done as a mass movement and coordinated, 
with the work being dono in the trade unions. Jhe remainder .of Herbert Sill's 
talk 'w^a an exact .duplication of the article that appeared in the June 21, 1948, 
issue, of the Militant, page one under the title ''Harlem Unrest Seethes at Police 
Brutality*. 

One of the negroes by the name of Johnson -criticized Grace Carl son *s radio, 
broadcast M 3jhe Struggle for Civil Rights.". He criticised her for the way she 
appealed to negro people of the s?uth in her broadcast* He said, that all parties 
more or less appeal to them in thp same manner and that appealing to them doesn't, 
do much good that they must be shown what the. Party is doing for them. 

Grace Carlson, took the floor and accepted the. criticism and s aid that she, 
believed she hadn't over-emphasized her appeal because she wasn't Misrepresent- 
ing herself because she has worked in the negro movement for the past ten years.. 
As for the speech,, she thought it was a very good one *md said, that Comrade. J. 
Meyer had written it for her.

in the next year or two, he feels sure that many white 
arid negro will join. He said he thinks HILL of the NAACP 
will join the SP-SDF if they merge. DON told the group that 
there is great possibilities in working with negro and white 
rel igus organizations. He said you. meet many important 
people in that work. DON said he thinks the reason there 
are not more negroes in the socialist organizations is be- 
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"cause the socialist are not organized and unity between 
the ISL and SP-SDF will do a lot because there are many- 
white and negro who are looking for some place to go. 

"DON told the group that there is not much .opportunity 
for white leadership in the NAACP. JERRY SMITH asked why and 
DON told him that it is not like it was when the NAACP' was 
first founded. He said there are plenty of smart negro 
leaders and they don't need white people to lead them. 

"DON said the negro- is distrustful of radical groups 
because of the way the CP once used them. He said if there 
was a radical group who could gain their confidence again 
that group could do much to become a powerful force. He said 
the U.S. is the only country that does not have a strong 
radical organization. DON' said he thinks the socialist 
organizations pay too much attention to foreign affairs 
and not enough to the negro problem in America. 

"BETTY. ELKIN said she thought there is less than 
a 50-50 chance of the SP-SDF merging. 

"DON said he thinks there is a good chance because 
the majority of the members have voted for it. What is causing 
the confusion is, several of the leaders have stated that if 
the I.S.L. comes in they will resign. 

''BETTY ELKIN gave the group some information that she 
said was confidential. This information was her reporting to 
the group how the votes had gone since the referendum. 

"ELKIN named several States, California, New Jersey, 
Mich., 111., and several others that I can not recall. Most 
all was for unity.

Ford 
Auditorium, Detroit, Michigan, HORACE SHEFFIELD chaired 
this mass- meeting while A. PHILIP RANDOLPH acted as principal 

speaker, 

RANDOLPH in his speech referred to the NALC as 
anti-Communist, anti-corruption, and anti-racketeering and he 
stated that this organization was designed to oppose these 
forces. He- mentioned the Civil War and said that the 
revolution for. Negro freedom has not been completed, ^The 
NALC .was proposed to complete the task of giving the Negro 
complete- economic, political and social freedom.

equal job opportunities for Negroes in these three areas. It con- 
demned the institutiohalism of discrimination and the "tokenism" 
which allows the veneering of discrimination by the .fact of a few 
Negroes, being hired in different jobs. It likewise was critical 
of the exclusion of Negro youth from apprenticeship training pro- 
grams. Discrimination has -been found in the area administered by- 
the Federal Government. " Education is still infected with discrim-

The keynote address was delivered by A. Phillip Randolph, 
President, Negro American Labor Council, under the; title "Economic 
and- Ethnic Democracy in Trade Unions, Industry and Government".. •

- Randolph emphasized the depressed condition of the Negro 
is chronic and results from unskilled or semi-skilled status, no 
seniority, segregation, and a conspiracy which unions, industry and 
government practice in the denial of equal job opportunities, the 
blocking of. Negroes from apprentice training, and 'from the growth 
of automation* ' 

Randolph said the NALC was founded on the basic philosophy 
of belief in: rights to equal job opportunities and to learn, a job; 
full employment in a£democratic- society; democratic, free, trade 
unionism; alliance between the Negro community and the labor community; 
alliance on terms, of equality- and without compromise on the. basic 
principle of the civil rights revolution; union democracy; a broad 
national policy of integration of Negro workers into apprenticeship 
training' programs; desegregation of racially segregated unions; and 
that tokenism, represents an illusion and is an affront to the Negro. 

Randolph declared that the NALC is not a labor union, is ' 
non-partisan but not non-political; it will support broad programs 
for civil rights and the rights of labor sponsored by the National - 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) and the 
AFL-CIO. It is anti~race-bias in the AFLiCIO. It is not anti-white, 
but pro-Negro; it is an.ti-white supremacy* It is anti-Communist,

anti-imperialist, but pro-African, Asian, and Latin American 
revolutionary nationalism,

a Negro even when all three top candidates- are Negro.

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13. Recommendation that President Kennedy issue an 
executive' order requiring that all federal government contracting 
agencies strictly enforce the non-discrimination clause which is 
not now being done. 

14. Recommendation, that President Kennedy issue an 
executive order providing that the federal government assume a more 
vital role in promoting, a nation-wide* crash program for the training 
of skilled workers and guarantee that federal assistance to all 
craft training .systems be limited to' programs which do .not discrim- 
inate on a basis of race or color. 

Finally, to call upon the President of the United States 
and the President of the AFL-^CIO and the leaders of industry, the 
most powerful country and labor movement and industry in the world, 
to issue a clarion, call to the government, the workers and manage- 
ment to respect, recognize and support the God-given right of every 
.human being 1 , regardless of race or color, to earn a living in the 
sweat of his brow. 

Cleveland Robinson asked for a floor motion to adopt the " 
proposals. Motion made and adopted.

Opening statements were made by Arthur J. Goldberg, United 
States Secretary of Labor; Herbert Hill, Labor Secretary, NAACP; 
Julius Thomas, Director of Industrial Relations, National" Urban 
League;! Thurgood Marshall, Director, NAACP Legal "Defense and • 
Educational Fund, Incorporated, and Elmer. A. Carter, Chairman , 
New York State Commission against Discrimination. 

Mr. Goldberg admitted that bias existed in industry and 
government. He said industry could <do much "better, .that, it only 
will harm' itself .by .not training' all forces. Our government has 
pledged to do all in its .power to eradicate bias ' and prejudice in 
-government^and^industr y. He cite d figures to show that there is 
a greater number of Negroes unemployed^than-whitesv— — . — „ 



Herbert Hill emphasized the need for admitting qualified 
Negroes into apprenticeship training programs and into other forms 
of vocational training. Federal and state agencies should withhold 
funds and other forms of subsidization from those apprentice training 
programs which exclude Negroes. The AFL-CIO should begin to enforce 
seriously its declarations in the matter of racial exclusion practices 
and segregation. 
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Commissioner Elmer A, Carter, State Commission Against 
Discrimination, New York, New York, pointed out that some states , 
including New York, have legal measures available to enforce "non- 
discrimination, and if any matter takes priority,, it is that of 
education- of Negro working men and women to make full use of the 
tools at' their disposal, 

Julius- Thomas stated he got a report from Africa asking 
that Negroes be sent there trained as engineers, that the oppor- 
tunities are unlimited. Russia is sending people by the carloads, 
and it is possible the Russian and Chinese Communists will take . 
over. He said the training! of the Russian people shocked him. He 
urged that the conference go on record to ask for a thorough .sturdy 
of the trade training system. 

Thurgood Marshall urged that the* NALC, Urban League, and 
the NAACP* work together to insure jobs for Negroes without binding 
themselves to any party.

JJOjL0.:.3.0^p..m.«.on.Er.iday-evening.. — Approximately-^ ,000*were-in 

attendance, and the collection amounted to about $1,300, 

Presiding: Doctor James Nabritt, Jr. 

The theme of this rally was "The Negro Worker in the 
Coming Age of Automation". 
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Programmed speakers included the Honorable Adam Clayton 
Powell, House of Representatives, Congress of the United States, and 
Doctor Martin Luther King, President, Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference o Representative Powell pledged -support to the NALC 
because he was tired of the Negro suffering in the .richest country 
in the world. He. condemned the ^conditions of the Negroes in. the 
South. He asserted money would not be made available for segregated 
schools. Representative Powell received a standing ovation at the 
conclusion of his remarks. 



Doctor King reviewed attacks on him in his career of 
fighting for civil rights. He talked of the- struggle of the Negro 
youth who are striking out for themselves. He said NALC had a 
moral responsibility to support them. He disclaimed achievement 
of objectives by violence and urged pacific means.

On May 24, 1961, a source advised that a report 
was given on "Freedomways" at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, 19ol. 
It was stated that the original plan called for the 
publication to be openly Marxist, but that it was later 
decided it would not be avowedly a Marxist publication. 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists, It was stated that the central purpose ■ 
of "Freedomways" is to develop a theory and positive criticism 
of currents in the Negro movement, as well as to raise the 
level of understanding and discussion taking place in 
Negro life today and to project a socialist and pro-Soviet 
orientation. 

On May 25, 1961, another source advised that 
"Freedomways" was set up for the CPUSA by James Jackson, a 
member of the National Committee of the CPUSA.

"Mr. Hill is the National N.A.A.C.P. Labor Secretary. He 
further spoke at length on the Negro, revolt and the future of 
organized labor. Hill expounded at length the contrib??*:-''^- 
T;U.L.C. had made locally and nationally in the, drive 
toward, ending discrimination with the .labor union movem*.***. 
He .spent some time giving, statistics 'on the Negro unemployed 
as compared to the white unemployed. He specifically, blames 
the Labor unions rather than Management for the Negroe's 
plight. He pointed out how the gains made previously- were 
being wiped out by automat ion., leaving .the Negro out almost 
completely. This, he said, was due to. the Esssive congregation 
of. negroes in one. segment of industry. Their jobs being wiped. 
out, leaving -mostly the white skilled, workers who are in the 
majority. This, leaving in&lli&f&ss to roam seeking jobs, thai 
are not there, and will never be.."

I. W. ABEL, National President of United Steelworkers of 
America of Pittsburgh, A. PHILIP RANDOLPH, former National 
President of the NALC from New York City, and HERBERT HILL, 
NAACP Labor Secretary from New York. 
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Consideration was also given for having RAP 
BROWN and STOKELY CARMICHAEL as guest speakers for the 
convention. However, the group in general felt that these 
two individuals should not be considered as such. There 
was consideration, however, given to having ADAM CLAYTON 
POWELL of New York as a speaker. 

The group agreed that there should be five 
workshops held at the forthcoming convention.

Reports from various NALC chapters present were 
made concerning their activities and in general all chapters 
seem to have the problem of building NALC because of the 
black nationalist elements and the continued polarization 
of the Negro people who seem to withdraw and lose confidence 
in the American labor movement which is dominated by the 
GEORGE MEANY - LOVESTONE combine. Furthermore, from remarks 
made, there are a number of black organizations being 
established, which no longer have confidence in the so-called 
white liberals and therefore seem reluctant to .join up with 
NALC, NAACP, Urban Leagues and such- type organizations. 
It was also pointed out that NALC is having problems with 
the black power elements in all the cities represented.
